CHESTER AND BIRKENHEAD RAILWAY COMPANY. 
COURT OF CHANCERY—JUNE 23. 

Sir T. M. Stansey v. THE Company.—This was a bill for specific per- 
formance of an alleged agreement to pay the plaintiff 20,0001. for fourteen 
acres of land, through which the railroad was to pass. The defendants de- 
aourred, and the demurrer was disallowed by the Vice-Chancellor. 

Mr. Jacos, for the appellants, after recapitulating what before the 

hancellor, contended that the demurrer ought to be allowed. Sir 
, Massey Stanley holds large estates in the county of Cheshire, through 
three projected railways from Chester to the Grand Junction Railway

EASTERN COUNTIES RAILWAY COMPANY. 
SHERIFFS’ COURT—JUNE 23. 

Corss v. THE Company.—Mr. F, Kelly and Mr. Butt appeared for-the 
plaintiff, and Mr. Austin for the company.—Mr. Corss was a clothier and 
slop-seller, at 49, High-street, and his house was wanted for the terminus of 
the Eastern Counties Railway. He had been twenty-two years in his house, 
of which he held one-fourth of the freehold. His business produced a clear 
income of 7201. a-year profit; his stock was valued at 900/., by the removal 
of which he should lose 33 per cent. on the value. He had Jaid out 20001, 
onthe premises, which were in a very dilapidated state when he entered upon 
them. He had also taken preseoes at No. 60, in the same street, which were 
| not so well adapted for his business as the others. 

For the company it was contended that he would suffer but little from his 
removal to eleven doors from his old residence ; and a doubt was ‘thrown on 
the possibility of a stock of 900/. value realising 700/. a year. 

Evidence was produced establishing the principal facts, on which the 
UNDER-SuHERIFF addressed the jury, reminding them that the removal was 
compulsory, and the sale forced. 

The jury retired for about half an hour, and then returned a verdict for the 
plaintiff, as follows :—Value of the freehold, 2000/ ; good will, 8751. ; fixtures, 
1251.—Total, 3000/. 

OsBORNE v. THE SAME.—Mr. Ketty and Mr. Burr stated that the 
plaintiff was a pipe-maker, in Taibbon-square, Shoreditch, whose house-was 
wanted for the railway. The profits of his business were 350/.. a-year ; his 
furnace worth 80/.; he paid a rent of 20/.; and, from the nature of his 
business, which has several times been declared a nuisance, he might be 
years in finding a house in which he could carry it on, without being subject 
to an indictment. 

One of the witnesses stated that he had made an estimate of the profits and 
loss of Mr. Osborne’s business. The outgoings amounted to 434/. per an- 
num, and he had added about 30/., at the request of the claimant, for break- 
age; the receipts were 576/. 15s. 10d. for pipes, and 182/. for reburning, 
leaving a net profit, after deducting the 30/., of 424/. This applied to the 
os ee, hore dtaamaste tues and the two subsequent years was 
358/. 13s. 6d. 

Mr. Ketuty said that he would deduct 20/. a-year more for the reserved 
rent of 20/., the value being 40/., for which they had been paid a compen- 
ation.

PATENT SAFETY CARRIAGE AND LICENSING COMPANY. 

COURT OF EXCHEQUER—JUNE 25. 

PARSONS AND ANOTHER v. CHAPMAN AND OTHERS.—The plaintiffs 
in this ease are engineers in the Borough, and the aetion was brought to re-' 
cover 280/, from the defendants and trustees of the Patent Safety Carriage 
and Licensing Company. It appeared that the plaintiffs entered into a contract 
with the defendants to build an omnibus on a principle according to a model 
furnished by Mr. Reinagle, managing director to the company, and who had 
taken out the patent for the invention. According to the terms of the con- 
tract, the plaintiffs were to receive 15/. for the first week, and 10/1. for each. 
succeeding week, till the sum amounted to 120/.; and that on the comple- 
tion of the contract the remainder of the money was to be within ten 
days, should the account be approved of. The 120/. was paid as agreed on. 
The contract was dated in Deeember, 1836, but not until the middle of June, 
1837, was the omnibus ready for a trial, and then not at all in a finished state. 
The trial was unfavourable, but Mr. Reinagle said he felt satisfied that the 
defects would be easily remedied, and he had new wheels and new springs ex- 
pressly made for the vehicle, and sent to the premises of the plaintiffs ; but 
up to this hour the omnibus remained in an unfinished state. The point 
sought to be established by the plaintiffs was, that they had been released 
from the contract, and had been desired by the defendants not to proceed 
with the completion of the omnibus ; and a workman was called, among other 
witnesses, to prove that he had heard Mr. Reinagle admit the fact of the re- 
lease to Mr. Parsons, one of the plaintiffs. 

Mr. ERE, in his address to the jury for the defendants, called particular 
attention to the fact of Mr. Reinagle having been made a defendant, although 
he had nothing to do with the contract, a trick, as contended, on the othe: 
side to shut out Mr. Reinagle’s testimony. The learned counsel, after going 
over the evidence, submitted that the defendants were entitled to their verdict. 
Lord ABINGER, in summing »p, said the simple point was, whether the 
plaintiffs had been released from the terms of the contract ; and his lordship 
said that his opinion on that point rather coincided with that expressed by 
the learned counsel for the defendants, but the matter was one for the con- 
sideration of the jury. 

After a short consultation, the jury found a verdict for the defendants. 











LONDON PARCELS CONVEYANCE COMPANY, 
COURT OF EXCHEQUER—JUNE 26. 

Wricet v. MILLER AND OTHERS.—This was an action brought to en- 
force from the defendants, as directors of a now defunct concern, styled the 
‘* London Parcels Conveyance Company,”’ the pay t of a quarter’s salary, 
at the rate of 150/. per annum, which the plaintiff claimed as a proper re- 
muneration for his services as superintendent during that time in the present 
year. From the evidence adduced by the plaintiff, it appeared that he rested 
his claim upon the basis of an agreement which, it was asserted, the defend- 
ants had entered into with another gentleman for similar services. It, how- 
ever, was elicited from him and another witness, that though the pay was to 
have been 1501. per annum, yet that it was not to commence till the carts of 
the company were started, so that as that event had never occurred, in fact 
there was no regular salary due, while any remuneration for past services was 
to be left to the generosity of the directors. Upon this view of the case, 
Lord ABINGER intimated it to be his opinion that the plaintiff could not re- 
cover, to which, after some argument, his learned counsel submitted, and the’ 
jury were directed to give their verdict in accordance with that intimation of 
his lordship. In doing so, however, the jury expressed themselves rather 
strongly upon the view which they took of the manner in which the plaintiff 
,and his fellow-superintendents had been treated, stigmatising the conduct of 
we concerned as ‘‘ disg: =" 

r. PLATT.—If that be the case, then, gentlemen, I would prefer going

Of the third call of ‘5/. per share, we understand upwards, of 
our-fifths are paid, and there being already several hundred men con- 
stantly employed, the various works are rapidly progressing ; on some 
parts two gangs are employed, so that the works are carried on both by 
day and night. 

Tuames Haven Dock anp Rartway.—The contract for the con- 
struction of this dock has been taken at a sum of 209,000/., including 
everything, even to the capstans.and mooring-bolts, but not the warehouse 
buildings. It provides stone-steps for landing, and all other accommoda~ 
tion-and- completion of the dock 1000 feet long, by 900 broad, being 
somewhat larger than originally proposed, which accounts for the small 
excess in the original estimate. We are glad to hear that the. contract 
has been made with experienced and competent parties, without entailing 
any additional call upon the proprietors beyond the proposed capital. 
The works are to be begun immediately, extended as the crops are taken 
off, and be finished by November 1840. Therailway will follow, and pro- 
mising so much public convenience and comfort, as competent judges 
affirm it does, will no doubt receive the support it deserves. As steam 
navigation increases both in number and size of the vessels, this dock will 
be a desideratum, clear the river, and prevent accidents, which must other- 
wise-increase-with the number of vesaels employed. We understand-a 
clause has been introduced into the Eastern Counties Bill which obviates 
the difficulties. between the two companies, as to the power of making 
terms.—Railway Magazine. 

Maryrort anp Cariiste Raitway.-—-A meeting of the directors 
was held at Aspatria, on Wednesday, the 20th inst., to receive the report 
of Mr. Hall, the superintendent engineer, as to the progress of the work ; 
every part of which is proceeding in the most satisfactory manner, as mu¢h 
80 as the company could possibly expect or wish for. The numbers of 
men are increased as fast as the nature of the work will admit of; at pre~ 
sent about 250 men are employed, and it is satisfactory to state that no 
impediments or difficulties have hitherto occurred, but every part of the 
undertaking is progressing with the greatest spirit and good feeling. The 
diversion of the river near Nether Hall is almost completed, and various 
other smaller diversions are in a forward state. The mason work of some 
of the principal culverts is completed, and the stone work for the largest 
bridges is in a state of great forwardness. It is unnecessary to state that 
Mr. Hall’s report was highly gratifying to the directors, and altogether 
the prospects of this company are flattering in the extreme.— Whitehaven 
Herald. 

Tarr Vate Rartway.—On Monday and Tuesday week, some cases 
for compensation were decided before J. G. Jeffreys, Esq., deputy sheriff ; 
others, the parties arranged among themselves ; and, on Wednesday, that 
of Lord Bute v. the Taff Vale Railway Company was heard at the Town 
Hall, Cardiff. Mr. Maule, Q. C., addressed the jury for the noble claim- 
ant, requiring compensation for divers injuries, amounting to between 
16,000/. and 17,000/. and upwards. The chief point on which he:restedt 
his claim was with regard to a small piece of wood and pasture land at 
Cogan Pill (near Penarth), asserting that such ought not to be estimated 
merely with regard to its agricultural capabilities, but to its being so lo~ 
cated as to present a frontage to the river Ely, affording a most convenie 
ent and well-adapted place for wharfs, quays, &c., and altogether forming 
a situation for commercial purposes rarely to be met with. This piece of 
land, consisting of about forty-six acres, the railway company had selected 
for their own use, by virtue of the powers of their Incorporation Act of 
Parliament ; for whith he contended, his lordship was fairly entitled to 
16,000/, and upwards, which he proceeded to demonstrate by the evidence 
of Mr. Adam Murray, Mr. Wm. Bevan, surveyors, and several other wit- 
nesses, who fully deposed to the substance of what the learned gentleman 
had stated. The court was then addressed by Mr. Morgan, on behalf of 
the company, who declined calling any witnesses. The deputy sheriff 
summed up the evidence, and the jury after deliberating upwards of two 
hours returned a verdict in favour of the claimant of 10,812/. It is.un- 
derstood that the formation of the railway will proceed with the utmost 
dispatch, and that the acquisition of so leromidtte a point for shipment 
will be duly appreciated by the company as well as the public. 

Great Westean Rattway.—We are glad to learn from excellent 
authority that the traffic on this line to Maidenhead proceeds most pres- 
perously. Upwards of 10,000 passengers.were conveyed upon it last week 
and a still greater number during the ‘present week. The average speed 
has been nearly twenty-eight miles per hour, and will be much higher 
by-and-by. We are assured that nearly all the adverse reports of the 
week have had their origin in the self-interested motives of those who 
spread them. An engine sent to the assistance of another on Monday last, 
performed twelve miles in the almost incredible time of five minutes, bein 
at the rate of 144 miles per hour. 

Norata Mipianp Raitway.—This railway is now advancing in the 

ighbourhood of Chesterfield with all possible expedition. The line 
takes its course across the hills which are excavated to give it admission, 
and the valleys proportionably raised—bridges are in the course of erec- 
tion, strong and magnificent—and the tunnel at Clay Cross is in a speedy 
course of excavation, so that the eye from various eminences can trace the 
line as it sweeps along the diversified and unrivalled scenery for miles to- 

gether. To say nothing of the public utility of this magnificent underta- 
king, the landscape will acquire new beauty from its bridges, which may 
already be admired in various parts of the line. Although some of 
this railway, particularly near s, are not yet contracted for ; the con- 
tracts hitherto entered into bind the parties to complete their proportions 
in the spring of 1840. Three miles of the line from Chesterfield to Clay 
Cross are expected to be completed by August next. The work in pro- 
gress from its extent and expedition demands no trifling outlay. At Clay 
Cross the sum of 2000/. is on the average paid every fortnight to work- 
men. The last payment amounted to no less than 2500/7. The oblique

ties are to have the entire and unlimited control over the road, and whether 
the public convenience is or is not to be sacrificed to that of the post-office ; 
the fourth part, requiring companies to carry at such speed as the postmaster 
requiries, is altogether out of the question: if he ordered six miles an hour, 
he would put an effectual stop to the whole business on the railway ; if sixty, 
he would ask an impossibility, perhaps, or, at all events, a dangerous speed. 
Each particular railway company must know best what is a proper and safe 
speed for that particular railway, which mast depend upon the gradients, the 
strength and mode of construction of road and rails, and an infinite nnmber: 
of minute matters, of which the post-office authorities are necessarily igno- 
rant. It may be perfectly safe and proper to go forty miles an hour on a 
railway which has been completed two or three years, whilst twenty would be; 
too fast for the first year or two; so it may be safe and proper to go twenty: 
miles an hour on the Grand Junction, whilst ten or fifteen, with the same 
engine, would be too much for even the level parts of the Bolton, and on the 
other parts of that line a less speed might be the only safe and proper speed.

But how ig 
this to be accomplished, without injustice to the inventor, or those,.te 
whom he has sold the patent ? My answer is, that this invention is of sueh 
importance to the country that it never ought to have been allowed to be 
the subject of a patent. As soon as its efficiency was sufficiently proved, 
Government should have stepped forward, remunerated the inventor, and 
given all the advantages of it to the country—still more is this the 
proper course when the inventor or, his representatives are petitioning for 
a prolongation of the patent right. This will appear the more i 
from the very terms of their petition, which state that notwithstanding 
the importance to consumers of their preparation, still’ the obstacles to a 
speedy and universal use of it are such that they cannot expect to reap the 
benefit to which they are entitled within the patented period. What are 
these obstacles ? The sole obstacles are the terms on which they grant I- 
censes. Throw it open to the public, and there will not be a house built, 
or a mine timbered but with Kyanized wood, and that too within a very 
short period of time. 

The present state of our political relations with Canada point out the 
same course, These are such, that governmentcannot venture to equalise 
the duties on foreign timber. But by the simple means of giving the 
country the use of the patent process, and thereby making the Ca 
nada timber equal in durability, as it is superior in many other qualities 
to the Baltic timber, they will obviate the necessity of equalising the 
timber duties which would evidently be a most obnoxious proceeding af 
the present moment, 

As this is a subject interesting to all engaged in mining operations I 
trust I need not apologise for troubling you.

Sr1r,—I perceive by your last week’s Number that the directors of the 
above company have at length announced that a dividend will be paid to 
the shareholders of fourpence per share, in ‘‘ full distribution of the assets 
of the company.’”’

Dec. 10, 1836—it is as follows :-— 

‘* The directors also, under the circumstances of the mine, have given their 
services gratuitously (hear, hear), but should the mine turn out profitable, 
they trust that a fair remuneration will not be refused them.”’ 

Now, Sir, I would beg to know, after having thus publicly professed to 
act gratuitously, and to ask the proprietors for remuneration only in the 
event of the mines becoming profitable, if it be either candid or even 
honest to appropriate to themselves nearly the whole of the sum for whieh 
the materials sold, thus leaving for the unfortunate shareholders the misér- 
able pittance of fourpence per share ? 

Two statements of accounts have been exhibited to the shareholders, 
namely, in Dec., 1836, and again in Nov., 1837, wherein no charge for 
salary was made, nor any allusion made to it. Iam utterly at a loss, 
therefore, to imagine why the directors should now attempt to introduce 
such a charge into the account, not having, as I imagine, the shadow of & 
justification for so doing. 

This, Sir, appears to me to be a case which calls for some remarks 
from your editorial pen, and as you have always been found ready to. exe 
pose abuses, I trust I shall find. you equally vigilant on this occasion.

The Commerce lately contained a list of the different chartered batike 
in France issuing notes, together with a summary of their capital and ge+ 
neral transactions, As this may interest many persons, we think it worth 
extracting. They consist of the Bank of France at Paris, having many 
country branches, and, in the departments, the Banks of Bordeaux; 
Rouen, Nantes, Lyons, Marseilles, and Lille, six in number;

| of about eighty millions sterling for France, to thirty or thirty-five mil- 
lions for England. Another remarkable circumstance in this account is 
| the small amount. of deposits ‘held by the banks in the departments, 
‘amounting to only two-ninths of their circulation, whilst the country 
‘banks im England usually estimate their deposits at three times the 
amount of their cireulation. Even in Paris the deposits are less than the 
circulation, whilst in London (including the Bank of England and private 
. bankers) they are about double the Bank of England circulation.—-Glebe,

In our last Number we examined, at considerable length, into 
the provisions of the Bill now before Parliament for the Convey- 
ance of the Mails by Railways; we expos-d the unjust and arbitrary 
regulations which it proposes to enact, and we called upon Rail- 
way Companies to offer that strong and unanimous opposition to 
the measure, which a true sense of their own interest imperatively 
demands. The Bill in question was read a second time on Tues- 
day last, when the eleventh and twelfth clauses were abandoned’; 
and it has been asserted that the remaining objections to the mea- 
sure will be removed in the Committee. Such, we hope, will be 
the case—indeed, we before expressed our opinion that in its ori- 
ginal state it would never receive the sanction of Parliament $ 

Too much confidence, however, must not be reposed in this 
statement, and unless close attention be given to the progress of 
this Bill by those whose interests are likely to be compromised by 
it, much injury may yet be done. Modified in any manner that it 
can be, the Bill will never bea favourite of ours; we object both 
to the spirit which it displays, and the principle on which it is 
founded—the former as being arbitrary, the latter as being unjust. 
The view which it takes of the subject is essentially one-sided; it 
looks only to the benefit and supremacy of the Post-office, putting 
almost out of the question the rights of the railway proprietors— 
rights, be it remembered, to their own dearly-bought property, 
which should on every principle of justice and sound policy be held 
sacred. 

In making these remarks, we are far from being unmindful of 
the claims of the public service: in our first notice of the subject, 
we indeed distinctly stated “that the great public communications 
of the country must be regarded on higher grounds than as mere 
private property, as mere individual investments, and that what- 
ever rights individuals may possess in them, there are certain pub- 
lic claims which are paramount to all others.” After thus making 
ample concession to the public service—a concession which we be- 
lieve has never been for a moment disputed by any Railway Com- 
pany—we would ask that all arrangements be founded on the strict 
and acknowledged principles of justice; that no greater sacrifices 
be required than those which the public service actually demands 
—that private property, and the arrangements which are essential 
to its well-being, and to the fair remuneration of the owners, be 
not wantonly and unnecessarily interfered with. Claims so just 
and reasonable as these, if properly enforced and brought under 
consideration, cannot be resisted by Parliament; and it only re- 
mains to press them promptly and energetically, while time yet 
allows of attention being paid to them. Uncertain legislation, as 
regards property, is an evil of great magnitude, and should the 
present Bill pass without such considerable modification, as en- 
tirely to remove its obnoxious features, this evil may long exercise 


an unfavourable influence on the value of railway investments. 


During the short period which has elapsed since the perfect 
restoration of confidence among capitalists, and the consequent 
return of their usual speculative and enterprising spirit, numerous 
companies have been formed for the purpose of effecting various 
objects which were considered as likely to afford remunerative re- 
sults. On the subject of these companies it is not our intention to 
say more at present, than that while some appear to us to have but 
little claims to public attention, there are others which if judigi- 
ously and energetically carried on, promise to be eminently suc- 
cessful in their results, and alike advantageous to the shareholders 
and to the general commercial relations of the country. 

A general indisposition has been shown for a long while past to 
embark in mining adventures, an indisposition which, although 
we regret to say, by no means unfounded, has been carried, as we 
have elsewhere shown, to an unwarranted and unreasonable ex- 
cess. During the last six months, however, some few mining 
companies have been formed, and wishing them, as we heartily do, 
every success in their respective undertakings, it will not perhaps 
be out of place briefly to offer such remarks on the subject as may 
occur to us on reviewing the result of similar undertakings within 
the last few years. 

The first and most indispensable requisite to success in mining 
is undoubtedly a careful and judicious ‘selection of the mine to be 
worked—a point most obvious, yet, we fear, too often disregarded. 
Doubtful as this selection must ever be, we believe that much may 
be done to lessen the ‘risk, by employing men of acknowledged 
abilities and of the greatest practical experience in making the 
choice, and by previously examining many different concerns with 
a view of obtaining the best. If this selection be trusted to in- 
competent persons, if it be hastily and prematurely made, or in- 
fluenced by partial and interested motives, as has too often been 
the case, an irreparable injury is in the first place sustained, for 
which no subsequent care or management can possibly atone, and 
the sooner a concern is closed in this case the better it will be for 
all parties. 

Supposing due attention to have been paid to this important 
point, three circumstances are yet essential to the success of the 
concern—good management and economy at the mine, and cor- 
dial unanimous co-operation among the shareholders at large—de- 
siderata which have too often been neglected by our Mining Com- 
panies. 

Guided by the obvious rules of management which we have here 
laid down, we do not hesitate to express our belief that mining 
adventures may be divested of much of the risk which usually at- 
tends them, and that the numerous failures connected with recent 
undertakings of the kind which are now so fresh in the: pubic mind, 
and which will, for some time to come, continue to throw a damp 
upon mining, may in future be avoided. With these failures, and 
the causes which haye Jed to them (#0 often commented upon ia 
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our Journal), still fresh in the public mind, a double degree of 
caution is necessary on the part of those who have the management 
of new undertakings of the kind, they have the advantage of the 
dearly-bought experience of their predecessors, and they are bound’ 
in the strongest mannerto use it for their own guidance and benefit 

It is in the power of recent Mining Companies to effect much, 
not merely for their own individual advantage, but for the benefit 
of the Mining interest generally, as their proper management and 
successful result would do much to re-establish a healthy and well- 
founded confidence in Mining investment—an end which can only 
be brought about by such means. On the other hand, to fail from 
causes which are obvious, and with so many recent examples of 
the kind immediately before them, would be no less discreditable 
to themselves than injurious to the Mining interest generally. 








The letter of “A Subscriber,” which appears in another part of 
our Paper, on the course pursued in the winding-up of the “ Wes 
Wheal Brothers Mine,” contains a statement of conduct, which, 
unless satisfactory explanation can be given—explanation which 
will set the matter in a very different light—is, we are bound to 
say, by no means creditable to the parties concerned. We will 
not, however, prejudge the case, without hearing the opposite 
statement, which will, we trust, be of a satisfactory nature, and 
remove that censure which must otherwise attach itself to those 
who are implicated.

the last annual meeting to February, 1838. 
The directors will, however, briefly recapitulate, that the entire length of 
the railway fs let; that the contractors are proceeding vigorously in the 
execution of their respective contracts, having nearly 4000°men in their em4 
ploy upon various portions of the line; and that, with the exception of a few 
acres, agreements have been entered into for the purchase of. the whole of the 
land required for the purpose of the railway. 
The agreement with the North Midland Company, for securing the trans- 
fer of their southern traffic at Derby, and to which allusion was made in the 
last report, as waiting the sanction of a general meeting of the shareholders 
of this company, has since been duly ratified, the seals of both companies 
having been affixed thereto, and the deeds exchanged. 
The directors have entered into contracts for a supply of stone blocks, 
iron rails of 77 lbs. to the yard, chairs, locomotive engines, first and second 
class carriages, &c., &c., for the use of the line between Nottingham and 
Derby. The station at Nottingham has also been let; and arrangements 
having been made with th: directors of the North Midland, and the Bir- 
mingham and Derby Railways, for forming contiguous stations for the three 
companies at Derby, immediate steps will be taken for constructing the one 
for the use of this company, so that it may be ready by the opening of the 
line from Nottingham to Derby, in the spring of next. year. An arrange 
ment has also been made with the directors of the London and Birmingham 
Railway, for a joint station at Rugby, immediately adjoming the terminus 
of the Midland Counties Railway, 
For a more detailed account of the works, the directors beg to call the! 
peeation of the proprietors to the report of the resident engineer, Mr. Wood- 
ouse. 
The magnitude of the works under contract, and the energy with which 
they are prosecuted, necessarily lead to large demands for money; but the 
directors believe they shall best advance the interests ef the company, by 
effecting the completion of the whole line at the earliest period practicable, 
and by so doing secure to the subscribers an early return for the capital 
which they have invested. They beg therefore to call their attention to the 
168th clause in the Act, and to invite those to whom such a course may be 
convenient, to co-operate with them by paying up the whole or any part of 
their subscriptions in advance; the directors being authorised to allow 
interest at 4 per cent. per annum ‘‘ upon so much thereof as shall from-time 
to time exceed the amount of the calls.”’ ’ 
An agreement having been entered into with Mr. Butler Danvers during 
the progress of the original bill through Parliament, that this eompany 
should apply for powers to make a branch to his granite quarries at Mount- 
sorrel, and it being expedient that some of the provisions of the bill should 
be amended and enlarged, the directors considered that the interests of the 
company required an amended Act, and accordingly gave instructions to their 
solicitor to take the necessary steps for an application to Parliament inthe 
present session.

| The excavation at Leir Hill is the most extensive piece of earthwork on 
whole line of railway, and here he is erecting a steam-engine to facilitate

The plane descends in the direction of the embankment, at an angle just 
sufficient for the gravity of the waggons to overcome: their friction and the 
resistance offered by the rope.

From the unexampled severity of the last winter, several months were lost 
as regarded the commencement of the works, but the vigour with which they 
are now prosecuted will compensate for that delay. 

Maty of the bridges and culverts are being erected, and the contractors 
are manufacturing bricks very extensively, so that the whole of the line, 
bridges, &c., required for the vigorous progression of the earthwork may be 
built before the winter commences. 

it will be satisfactory to the directors to know that the contractors are in 
possession of the land they require, and that the works are proceeding at 
every point on the line where it is necessary to ensure their completion by the 
time mentioned in their respective contracts ; and now that nearly the whole 
of the weighty excavations have been opened and proved, it is gratifying to 
find that the nature of the ‘strata, though anticipated to be favourable, is 
more favourable than was anticipated, so that I speak with considerable 
confidence when I state that I entertain no doubt of the contractors bemg 
able to fulfil their engagements with advantage to themselves, both ‘as re- 
gards time and remuneration. 

With respect to the cost of the works, I have no reason to apprehend it 
will much exceed the estimate made by me, for the guidance of the directors 
previously)to the contracts being let. It was somewhat remarkable, that in 
making contracts to the amount of nearly half a million sterling, they should 
have been let within less than 50001. of the estimates. 

There will be a greater number of bridges and arches required than were 
included in the contracts, but I have reason to believe they will not exceed 
the sum put down in my estimate for these purposes.

ON THE POLITICAL ECONOMY OF JOINT-STOCK BANKS’ 
CIRCULATION. 
By Hype Crarkg, Esa. 

If there be any one point on which joint-stock banks have been particularly 
assailed, it is their circulation, and we should want no higher estimate of their 
power, than that derived from the exaggerations of their antagonists. On 
the simple fact of an apparently rapid increase of circulation, those opposed 
to the joint-stock system have raised a tremendous superstructure of derange~ 
ments of the currency over speculation, and consequently dreadful panics. 
This outcry has not been limited to the public journals, or to banking circles, 
but has found its echo even in the Legislature. In the recent discussions 
on the budget, Mr. Hume, and other Membersloudly accused Mr. Spring 
Rice of being the foster-father of that pernicious system which had over-sti-+ 
mulated the currency, and caused the deficiency inthe revenue.

In compliance with your instructions, I have drawn up a brief report of 
the state of the works, with a few general remarks. 
The contractors for the works at the Nottingham station have commenced 
their operations, and I entertain no donbt but that it may be completed in 
sufficient time for the opening. 
The contracts first let upon the line from Nottingham and Derby are in a 
state of great forwardness, and several miles are ready for the laying of the 
permanent way.

If it had not been for the signal defeat of the crusade of 1836 against joint- 
stock banks, no doubt another attempt would have been made to pare the 
lion’s claws, on this renewed assertion of his mischievous propensities. Als 
though it would be a gratifying circumstance to the supporters of joint-stoek 
banks to have such a preponderating influence over the circulation, it unfor- 
tunately happens that they have no more power to derange the paper currency 
than they have to pay off the national debt. In fact, nothing short of the 
properties of animal tism, which bles people to see without eyes 
and to act without brains, could empower the joint-stock banks to do all 
those terrible deeds which are imputed to them. This the following investi- 
gation will demonstrate, and I greatly fear so palpable are the facts on exami- 
nation, that Baron Dupotet must have magnetised Mr. Joseph Hume, and 
given him the somnambulist property of seeing out of the back of his head, 
for the least critical acumen exerted on this occasion would have shown him 
the impotence of his fears, and the groundlessness of his assertions. 
One.of the most infallible receipts for the propagation of error is, to apply 
without any regard to relation one universal standard to ovenyting, in other 
words, to measure other people’s corn with your own bushel measure, By 
the application of this ingenious procrustean contrivance you may readily prove 
everything, and in this instance by taking the mere amounts of the circulation 
of joint-stock banks it appears that from December 1833 to December 1836, 
or in three years, it increased from 1,315,3011. to.4,258,197/., or nearly three 
millions. This is a prima facie case against the joint-stock banks, which for 
the present we will leave for future consideration. - 
But a great part of the real onus of the case in the eyes of many people lies 
in this, that while the joint-stock banks were thus over-stimulating the cire 
culation, the private banks for the benefit of the nation were decreasing the 
amount of their fragile paper. This they did with such spirit and disinterest- 
edness, that from December 1833 to September 1837 they diminished it from 
8,836,803/. to 6,701,996/., or more than two millions. This was very lau- 
dable on their part, and the public ought to feel greatly indebted to them for 
the devotedness they exhibited. The private bankers, however, tarnished 
the glories of this public spirited sacrifice by complaining that the joint -stock 
banks would not follow the same course. These. latter did not choose to 
play the part of the fox without a tail, and went on augmenting their cireu- 
Jation, as they increased their business. Instead of the nominal increase of 
circulation being, attributable to any uncalled for issues of the joint-stock 
banks, they only increased their paper in the exact proportion that the pri-~ 
vate bankers diminished theirs by the conversion of private into joint-stock 
banks. Thus it appears that whatever apparent increase was made by the 
joint-stock banks, none was created in reality, as it was only a change from 
the private banks to the joint-stock banks. vp 
Having thus admitted the nominal increase, and exhibited its cause, dea 
monstrating that no addition was made to the circulation of the country, it 
will now be advisable to consider the farther part of the allegation, which 
attributes to the joint-stock banks the power of overturning the circulation 
of the country, and causing a rise or a depreciation in the price of produce. 
To ascertain the extent of this influence we must not consider the joint-stock 
banks either simply by themselves or in relation to private banks, but as req 
gards the whole circulation of the country. If the effect were limited to the 
joint-stock bank paper, an increase from 1,300,000/. to 4,250,000/., or 230 
per cent. would produce tremendous results, but as bread did not rise in cone 
sequence of this to war-priees, we may very well believe that the joint-stock 
system did not produce the full effect of mischief ascribed to it. The united 
circulation of private and joint-stock banks is ten to eleven millions, and ay 
increase of nearly two millions would make about 20 per cent. difference in 
prices. This increase of 20 per cent. would be sufficient to derange the cur 
rency, but unfortunately for those who assert this the currency was not aug~ 
mented to the amount of 20 per cent. The currency of the country does not 
consist exclusively of joint-stock or. private, bank paper, but the far greater 
portion is in Bank of England notes. The subjoined table exhibits the seves 
ral circulations with their-relation to the. whole in centesimal parts.

It will be perceived that the circulation of the Bank of England is more 

than that of either of the two other classes of banks, and in little 

more than a year it fluctuated two millions and a half, or 6 per cent, .on the 

ion, while in the same the joint-stock banks only yaried 2,per 

cent. It is thus evident that the tendency of the joint-stock bank system is 

to diminish the effect of those capricious fluctuations of the currency caused 
by the Bank of England, and to place it on a firmer basis. 

This is farther exhibited by considering the relatiqn between the circulation 
and capital of the Bank of England and of the joint-stock banks. The cir- 
culation of the Bank of England is nineteen millions, and its ca) fourteen 
and a half millions. The circulation of joint-stock banks is four millions, 
and their capital ten millions. Taking the capital as one hundred, the circu- 
lation of the Bank of England to their capital is one hundred and sixty, while 
that of the joint-stock banks is only forty, so that the notes ofthe joint-stock 
banks have four times as great a security as those,of the Bank of England. 

From the preceding examination, it is deduced that without allowing for 
the increase of business in the country, and the new capital devoted to it by 
the joint-stock banks, their circulation has increased in consequence-of the 
transfer of business from the private banks. That no increase -in the pro- 

ion of the circulation took place in December, 1836, and that the only 
crease in amount. was 877,283/,, and that such increase, if any, was only 
3-per cent. on the circulation. Finally, that the paper of joint-stock banks 
is represented by four times the value of that of the Bank of England.—Rail- 


way Magazine. 

Jomwt-Srock Banxs.—Nothing worth adverting to has transpired re- 
specting the committee on joint-stock banks, but the belief prevails that 
something like a pledge has been given by the Ministry to institute a 
searching inquiry in the course of the next session into the whole system 
of the currency. This fact, if true, may account for the little interest that 
attaches either to the proceedings of that committee or those of the de- 
putation of bankers from Dublin, who have arrived here for the purpose 
of opposing the renewal of the charter of the Bank of Ireland, because it 
is quite evident that if such inquiry is to take place next session, no de- 
cision can be come to in this upon the minor branches of the subject. 
Mr. Spring Rice would prejudge the whole case, and tie up his hands 
from any measure whatever regarding the Bank of England, the great eri- 
minal thereby intended to be brought to trial, if under such circumstances 
he either proposed any new law relative to joint-stock banks, or entered 
into an agreement for a new charter with the Bank of Treland. The re- 
sult will necessarily be, therefore, that the former will remain as they 
were, and that the Irish bank must be content with a tenancy at will for 
another year. The next session will not be at all too early for grappling 
fairly with the ease of the Bank of England, as within five years more it 
will be at the option of Government to terminate the existing charter, and 
the Legislature will have to settle in the interim not only the true prin- 
ciple of such a trust, but to provide against the mischief such a corporation 
might do as an opponent to the State.—Times.
